BOUNDARIES AND AREA OF NEVADA. 


T 


HE Act of Congress concerning 


the boundaries of the State of 
Nevada,approved May 5, 1866 


defines the boundaries of tbe State. 
A joint resolution of the Nevada 
legislature, in relation to the boun- 
daries of the State and the accpt- 
ance of additional territory ceded 
by the United States t« this State, 
made the ceded territory a partbf 
and within the jurisdiction of tie 
State of Nevada. 


The joint resolution, which was 


passed January 18, 1867, material- 
ly increased tbe area oi the State, 
and the boundaries of Nevada are 
as follows: 


Beginning at tbe northwest cor- 


ner of Utah and the southern boun- 
dary of Idaho, at the intersection 
of the thirty-seventh degree of 
longitude west from Washington, 


and in latitude forty-two degrees 
north, and running thence went 
along the southern boundary of 
Idaho and Oregoa to longitude for- 
ty-three degrees west from Wash- 
ington. 


Thence south aleng the eastern 


boundary of California to latitude 
thirty-nine degrees north, in the 
southeastern part of Lake Taboe; 
thence southeasterly along 
the 


California line to the Celorado 
river^ in latitude thirty-five de- 
grees north; thence north and 
easterly along the center of the 
Colorado river to the thirty-seventh 
degree of longitude west from 
Washington; thence north along 
the western line of Utah to the 
place of begin .ing. 


The area of tbe State is 112,090 


square miles, or 71,737,600 acres.
